I" rendering the Nearing Examples into Latin, 
I the Learner will obſerve that the ſame Word 
i Engliſh has frequently a different Meaning or 
Signification, according to the ſenſe or purport of 
the Sentence it is connected with, The ſame Oò— 
ſervation is equally applicable to the Latin Tongue, 
In this Caſe, the common Word given in the Dic- 
tionary is often to be guarded againſt, and varied 
according to the ſenſe or force of the Expreſſion : FD 
As for inſtance, to marry in Latin is nubo ; by: 
if it be ſaid, a Father marries his Dangbter, to 
marry is nuptum dare; if it be ſpoken of the 
Prieft who marries, ti marry in this Senſe is mat- 
rimonio jungere; a Man marrying a Woman is 
uxorem ducere. The Idiom, or peculiar Phraſe 
of the Mord, in both Languages is always to be 
attended to, as is evident, not only from the above 
Remark, but from many Examples in the preſent 
Book of Cantions; aud as is alſo more largely ex- 
emplified in the Peculiar Uſe and Signification of 
certain Latin Words, &c. pub!:;/hed by Dr. Willy- 
mot, on this Subject, for the Inſtruction of the 
higher Claſſes, or more advanced in Learning.
